WANT 1,000,000 NEW MEMBERS FOR RED CROSS 



At this time of national trial, when 
every one is keyed to a spirit of par- 
ticular sacrifice and desire to help, I 
cannot insist too strongly nor too 
often that the Red Cross is the only 
volunteer relief organization recog- 
nized by the United States Govern- 
ment.

We are ready now to provide per- 
sonnel to care for the sick and 



and the President of the United States 
is its official head.
